tion, fund, $13,558. 
The apportionment of the state and 
county tax levy in the county will be 
made on a basis of eighty per cent of 
the true valuation, as fixed by Super- 
visor of Assessments F. A. Taylor, ac- 
cording to the report of the committee 
on. equalization which was read 
by 
Supervisor 
Wilford. 
The 
report 
which was made a special order of 
business for this morning, was passed 
without discussion. 


Raise Bonds of Officers. 
Among other matters of importance 
this morning the bond of the commis- 
sioner o£ highways was raised from 
$500 a year to $50,000 a-year, the cost 
of the same to be paid out of the gen- 
eral fund.

the ditch is being curved around fo-" 
connections with curb and gutters. 
From tha big manhole the sewer 
will be changed from thirty inches .to 
thirty-six inches to the turn, where 
ft stop will be made' this year; The 
catch basin is down five feet below 
the sewer, making a seventeen foot 
drop from 
the street 
level. Next 
year the sewer will be continued to 
Bluff street on 
Chatham, west 
ou 
Bluff to Palm, where connections will 
be made by means of an open gutter 
from Pine street. Besides taking all 
the drainage 
water 
from 
all the 
streets below Ravine street, the new 
sewer will take the water in the low 
levels off tbe head of Ravine street, 
which has caused great trouble to 
the residents in past years. Up to 
the present time a total of 796 b 
of cement have been used and it was 
estimated that 
a least two hundrwil 
more would be necessary to complete 
the gigantic manhole at Chatham 
street and make the turn.

St. Menehould—In the picturesque 
valley of the Aisne, In northwestern 
France, four miles west of the forest 
of Argonne. lies this little town of

•wae here that "Old-Dragoon Drouet' 
recognized 1/ouis VXI on his attempt- 
ed flight from France in 1791. The 
town is known for its pork. The

from 
Menehould,

Sigmare, Count of Per- 
thois, who lived in a magnificent cas- 
tle on top of the steep, rocky hill, at 
whose foot the town is located. The 
daughter was famed for her charit- 
able deeds and 
was considered

saint by the poor 
people, to whose 
•wants she admanistered. In 1793 the 
people of the town changed its name 
from Montagne-sur-Aisne to St. Mene- 
hould, 
Grandpre—A small town 
on 
the 
northern border of the Fores?, of Ar- 


gonne, in the northwestern part of 
France, at the foot of a st«""i vpi'o.-. 
on the right bank of the river Alre. 
A large castle, in wlu-u me

relics and pieces of art, nearly 800 
years old, crown the top of a neigh- 
boring hill. The 
town 
commands 
ono of the passes, running east and 
west, through the hilly and wooded 
Argonne region. 


MAR1ANOFKA—A Russian town, 
ten miles south of southwest of War- 
saw, with a population of about 2,500. 
In the surrounding neighborhood there 
are numerous mounds, 
in 
one of 
which, in 1845, was 
found a huge 
tomb which contained many human 
skeletons. Scattered around the caT- 
erns were pieces of armor and nu- 
merous other'objects, many of them 
made of clay, which dated from the 
earliest days of Russia.
